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MVC corporate review will answer concerns

Mountain View County 
Council will undergo an exten¬ 
sive corporate review following 
concerns by Councilor Liz 
Negropontes that the current 
system has failed taxpayers. 

“We have to get a process 
back. The process failed the 
people,” she said. “When peo¬ 
ple choose to do that it has an 
effect. It’s the tsunami of the 
municipal world.” 

Negropontes said taxpayers 
are unhappy with the method 
by which it was decided to fund 
a new administration building, 
when there are so many other 
costly interests to deal with. 

“The tax payers, particu¬ 
larly those in Division 6, who 
I’m close to, are opposed to the 
method by which the building 
was brought in,” she said of 
why she brought the idea of a 
corporate review to the table. 
“That was the trigger.” 

Councilors are not clear on 
their roles and responsibilities, 
according to Negropontes, and 
have become dependent on the 
chief administrative officer to 
steer decisions. 

“The basis of municipal gov¬ 
ernment is that councilors di¬ 
rect the CAO on what needs to 
be done,” she said. “Pretty 


soon, the CAO has to enlighten 
council on what’s going on, 
with things like by-laws. What 
happens is that he’s conduct¬ 
ing and the councilors are lis¬ 
tening. 

“It’s easier to go into the of¬ 
fice and say handle it. It’s hu¬ 
man nature to follow the course 
of least resistance.” 

Former Reeve Ian Harvie 
said all decisions are made and 
voted on by the people who were 
voted in. 

“The administration has 
never led council,” he said. 
“The council of the day past and 
present, make the decisions that 
administration abide by. That’s 
the case and that’s always been 
the case.” 

Harvie said the past Council 
voted to go ahead with the build¬ 
ing and the present council did 
the same. 

“There’s always things to 
spend money on and the coun¬ 
cil of the day sorts out those 
priorities,” he said. “(The cur¬ 
rent) Council voted to proceed 
with the building, I believe in 
the first meeting after election.” 

Reeve A1 Kemmere said he 
has reservations about the re¬ 
view. 

“It’s only been three months 
and three days since we were 
voted in. We’ve been through 


very little and haven’t given 
ourselves enough time to see 
what makes County tick, he 
said. “When the decision is be¬ 
ing made I will do my part to 
get it done even if I don’t sup¬ 
port it because that’s my job, 
but in my heart I don’t believe 
in this.” 

Councilor Gwen Day said 
she’s concerned about the cost 
of the review and whether or 
not taxpayers will support it. 

“I’d like to know that we 
have a good, solid public behind 
us if we’re going to put out this 
kind of money,” she said. “I’d 
like to know if people support 
this and I’d like to know the 
dollar figures.” 

Councilor Charlie Van 
Arnam echoed Day’s concerns, 
adding that the timing is poor, 
but wouldn’t comment on why. 

“I really struggle with where 
this is going,” he said. “I fear 
six digits here and I fear per¬ 
ception.” 

Still, enough Council mem¬ 
bers supported the corporate 
review to pass a motion at the 
Jan 21 Council meeting. 

“I think it’s beneficial for eve¬ 
ryone in MVC,” said Councilor 
Kathy Blain. 

“It will pinpoint problem ar¬ 
eas, where you can improve, 
where you excel. Five of us are 


new councilors, so this will give 
us some general guidelines of 
how to better operate.” 

Councilor Dave Derksen 
called the review “a bench¬ 
mark” that, if done in the right 
perspective, will provide the 
ability to recommend changes. 

“Taxpayers are frustrated at 
the lack of transparency,” 
Councilor Arnie Shea said. 
“This will bring county back to 
a pro-active stance.” 

Negropontes underwent a 
corporate review when she was 
an employee at Mobile Oil. 

“I went in kicking and 
screaming but when we came 
out, there was a tremendous 
amount of good that had come 
of it,” she said. “Everyone was 
identified not just as an em¬ 
ployee but everyone had an im¬ 
portant job.” 

She said a review will make 
Council clearer on its roles and 
responsibilities to the public it rep¬ 
resents. 

“It’s what all corporations do 
anymore,” Negropontes said. 

While he doesn't agree with the 
reason behind the corporate re¬ 
view, Harvie agrees that in gen¬ 
eral, reviews of this sort are not 
an unhealthy thing to do now and 
then. A corporate review has never 
been done in Mountain View 
County before. 
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Local politicians won’t budge on same-sex marriage issue

Both MLA Richard Marz 
and MP Myron Thompson 
have reiterated their stance 
on same-sex marriage, go¬ 
ing as far as saying that if 
homosexuals can wed. that 
maybe the next thing on the 
agenda of the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment of Canada is to le¬ 
galize sex with children. 

These comments stem af¬ 
ter a national debate be¬ 
tween Prime Minister Paul 
Martin and Conservative 
Leader Stephen Harper last 
week, whom both view the 
topic completely differently. 

When Martin’s Liberal 
government announced they 
will be launching a study 
into polygamy versus the 
Charter of Rights, out of 
fear of a new law legalizing 
same-sex marriage which 
they think may open the 
door to legalized plural mar¬ 
riage, those against same- 
sex marriage quickly spoke 
up. 

Those opposed to same- 
sex marriage say that the 
study would lead to po¬ 
lygamy becoming legal in 
the future, and Martin went 
as far as to say he would 
hold an election on the issue, 
which he later took back on 
Saturday. 

Canada’s Justice Minister 
Irwin Colter said last week 
that this report would be to 
protect the Government, 
and in no way are they mov¬ 
ing towards the legalization 
of polygamy. 

“We don’t see any connec¬ 
tion, I repeat, any connec¬ 
tion between the issue of po¬ 
lygamy and the issue of 
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same-sex marriage,” Colter 
said in a news report last 
week. “Polygamy is a crimi¬ 
nal offence, it is illegal. 
Same-sex marriage is consti¬ 
tutional and valid.” 

The central Mormon 
church in the US, officially 
named the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
authorized and promoted po¬ 
lygamous marriages until 
the late 1800s, when public 
opinion, new laws, and the 
US Supreme Court forced 
the church to abandon the 
practice. 

Olds -Didsbury -Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
says that he believes an 
election, based around the 
legalization of same-sex 
marriage would be a good 
call and would show Martin 
that the majority of Cana¬ 
dians are against the legali¬ 
zation. 

“I think probably the peo¬ 
ple would be satisfied with 
that. Most of the people that 
I talk to don’t believe that 
the Government of Canaada 
is reflecting the views of Ca¬ 
nadians on this issue," Marz 
said. “But, I don’t believe Mr. 
Martin will do that, because 
I don’t believe he is willing 
to accept the consequences.” 

Marz believes that the Lib¬ 
erals aren’t doing their job 
and should quit playing 
around with these smaller, 
moral issues and get to busi¬ 
ness in making the entire 
Country sustainable and eco¬ 
nomical. 

“They have been focusing 
on gun control, same-sex 
marriage and sexual orien¬ 
tation and we have got two 
out of 10 Provinces that are 


economically viable that are 
contributing to the welfare 
of the rest of the Provinces. 
We have eight other Prov¬ 
inces where we should be 
concentrating on making 
sure they are getting their 
economics into a state where 
we can all be contributors. 
There are lots of issues that 
a Federal Government 
should be dealing with, 
rather than these in your 
face issues on these moral is¬ 
sues,” he said. 

Marz believes that the 
Province has gone pretty far 
in recognizing same-sex 
marriage, and when asked if 
he believes in perhaps a ‘Un¬ 
ion’ instead of marriage, he 
didn’t necessarily say if he 
agreed or disagreed. 

“It doesn’t seem to mat¬ 
ter what we do. We have gone 
that step in Alberta to giv¬ 
ing them their pension 
rights and whatever rights 
that there is up to, but not 
including marriage. There is 
no satisfaction at any stage 
that they get, they (homo¬ 
sexuals) just keep on push¬ 
ing more and more until it’s 
normalized and probably 
until it’s normalized in 
schools where it’s taught as 
being as desirable as any 
other type of marriage,” Marz 
said. 

The Province has put leg¬ 
islation into place so that 
same-sex couples can reap 
the same benefits as hetero¬ 
sexual couples, with the ex¬ 
ception of marriage. The 
Adult Interdependent Rela¬ 
tionship Act allows same-sex 
couples the same rights, 
such as pension rights. 

“I had reservations with 
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that at the time because I 
said it was just another step 
closer to marriage. I said, 
once they (homosexuals) get 
this they (homosexuals) will 
want marriage and once peo¬ 
ple who believe in sexual ori¬ 
entation believe in that, the 
next thing we will be look¬ 
ing at is people that they 
believe their sexual orienta¬ 
tion is that they want to 
have sex with kids,” he said. 

Outspoken Wild Rose MP 
Myron Thompson questions 
the Liberal governments 
thinking and is scratching 
his head wondering what the 
next thing is they will con¬ 


sider legalizing. 

“We have said all along, 
and I have said all along, 
that this (topic of same-sex 
marriage) is a door to a slip¬ 
pery slope. What’s next? Po¬ 
lygamist? What about child 
rights? Where is this going 
to end?” Thompson said. 

Thompson, who person¬ 
ally is against homosexual¬ 
ity, says he believes he is 
voicing the concerns of the 
majority of his constituents 
when it comes to the topic 
of same-sex marriage.

"We average about 200 
letters a day and we prob¬ 
ably have up to tens of 
thousands. It has become 
impossible to respond to 
all of them. I have in my 
possession tens of thou¬ 
sands of letters to not sup¬ 
port this gay marriage 
and I have a total of 15 
that would like me to sup¬ 
port it.” 

Thompson was “iffy” to 
say if he would support a 
union between same-sex 
couples because he says he 
doesn’t really know what 
that means for Canadians. 

“I don’t know what that 
means. I don’t get into that 
part of the conversation 
until I know what that 
means and what they are 
driving at. 

But, at this point in 
time I want everybody to 
know that I believe in pro¬ 
tecting the sanctity of mar¬ 
riage between that of a 
man and a woman period. 
What you do with the gay 
situation I will wait to see 
what the proposals are be¬ 
fore I make any comment,” 
Thompson said. 

Thompson says he real¬ 
izes that homosexuals are 
“real people”, but doesn’t 
necessarily think what 
they are doing is appropri¬ 
ate or right. 

“I don’t condone it 
what-so-ever. I don’t con¬ 
demn the homosexuals. 
They are real people and 
that is what they are. 
But, I sure don’t condone 
what they do at all.” 

The Conservatives 
have said they plan to in¬ 
troduce amendments 
when the Legislation is in¬ 
troduced to keep the defi¬ 
nition of marriage be¬ 
tween that of a man and 
a woman, to the exclusion 
of all others. 

If the Liberals are suc¬ 
cessful at passing the 
same-sex marriage Bill, 
homosexuals across the 
Nation will be able to get 
wed as early as this sum¬ 
mer. 

Provinces are expected 
to not be able to use the 
not-withstanding clause, 
and will be forced to allow 
same-sex couples to pur¬ 
chase a marriage license. 


the board will go their way. 

Simon Cobban, AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company, and Murray 
Marsh, Committee for Lone 
Pine, said they expect an 
NRCB decision concerning 
an enforcement order issued 
in 2004 asking AAA to re¬ 
duce its cattle numbers to 
2,500 head, will come out in 
their favour. 

During a 10 hour hear¬ 
ing, the NRCB heard from 
Cobban as well as legal 
counsel from the Committee 
for Lone Pine and repre¬ 
sentatives from Mountain 
View County. 

Where Marsh is hoping 
the NRCB will continue to 
enforce its order to have 
AAA reduce its cattle num¬ 
bers, Cobban is asking the 
board to rescind that order, 
or failing that request, cap 
the order to allow for 8,770 
head to remain on the 
feedlot. 

“I have a sense,” said 
Marsh, “but I don’t know 
for sure until the decision 
comes out, that the NRCB 
will have to exert its abili¬ 
ties as an enforcement body 
a bit more clearly than it did 
in the first go-round with 
AAA.” 

Marsh feels his side will 
be helped by Mountain View 
County testimony. 

“(County) testimony did 
support terms laid out in 
the current enforcement or¬ 
der, as opposed to the first 
hearing procedures in 
which (the County) agreed 
to extend time frames in 
(previous) enforcement or¬ 
ders,” said Marsh. 

With that said, Cobban 
feels his testimony given, 
and the fact that the origi¬ 
nal NRCB development or¬ 
der was overturned by Al¬ 
berta Court of Appeals 
through no fault of his own, 
will play in his favour. 

“We are asking for com¬ 
mon sense and reasonable¬ 
ness from the NRCB. They 
have everything in front of 
them to make a decision. 

“The first order was 
overturned because of board 
error, which we did not cre¬ 
ate,” said Cobban. “The in¬ 
vestment we made was 
based on the original order. 
All we are saying is that the 
(2004) enforcement order 
was made prematurely.” 

Cobban argued that AAA 
needs to keep cattle num¬ 
bers at 8,770 to break even 
and avoid bankruptcy. 

An NRCB decision is ex¬ 
pected some time in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Currently the AAA have 
a stay on the enforcement 
order and are allowed to 
operate at 5,000 head. 

AAA Cattle Company is 
located east of Didsbury. 


Cremona Muncipal Affairs 
report made public

A report conducted by Al¬ 
berta Municipal Affairs 
points out many improve¬ 
ments which the Village of 
Cremona must make in or¬ 
der to run successfully and 
remain sustainable. 

Two advisors from Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs visited the 
Village in the fall, where it 
was their job to assess the 
situation in the Village of¬ 
fice, to make recommenda¬ 
tions to council and to help 
council secure the services 
of a temporary Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Officer (CAO). 

Since the report was con¬ 
ducted the Village hired Dale 
Miller, who was recom¬ 
mended by Alberta Munici¬ 
pal Affairs, as interim CAO 
for the village. 

Currently Miller is cost¬ 
ing taxpayers in the Village, 
around $4,000 per month. 

Miller currently bills out 
at $250 per day and 43 cents 
per kilometer that he drives 
to and from the office. Miller 
currently resides in the 
Town of Innisfail which is 
about 180 km roundtrip. 

Previously to Miller being 
appointed to the position, 
past CAO Judy Hanson was 
costing taxpayers $20,000 
annually, or about $1660 per 
month. 

Hanson resigned from her 
position on December 13 and 
received a $6,000 severance 
package. 

Another service which the 
Village has acquired is the 
hiring of Equicore, a Calgary 
based recruitment and or¬ 
ganizational service. 

Roy Brown of Equicore 
explained that his company’s 
duties right now are to hire 
a permanent CAO and an 
office assistant. 

Brown has experience in 
the Mountain View region, 
having previously worked 
for the Town of Carstairs as 
their interim CAO, and also 
helped put together a busi¬ 
ness plan and helped select 
the current CAO for the 
Town. 

Costs of how much Brown 
will be costing the Village 
are unknown at this time. 
Brown says his company 
will be billing out a percent¬ 
age of the new CAO’s wage, 
which is expected to be sub¬ 
stantially higher than the 
$20,000 which Hanson was 
making. 

Rumors which were going 
around the Village about 
Equicore costing upwards of 
$80,000 are false, Brown 
confirmed. 

Details of the report: 

One of the biggest points 
of interest in the report re¬ 
leased by Municipal Affairs 
was a miss-calculation in the 
2004 Mill Rate, which caused 
the Village to bring in nearly 
$27,000 less in revenues 
than they should have. 


“In calculating the overall 
municipal tax rate used in the 
2004 tax bylaw, the budget 
worksheet erroneously calcu¬ 
lated this rate to be .12279 
instead of 1.2279 which re¬ 
sulted in a tax levy that was 
$26,785 below the intended 
amount,” the report read. 

Brown explained that this 
basically resulted in an error 
which will now have to be 
picked up somewhere. 

“That makes it a 10 per 
cent error - so taxes were ac¬ 
tually lower than they should 
have been,” Brown said. “We 
have to make up the $26,000 
immediately.” 

The majority of the budg¬ 
eted capital projects did not 
proceed in 2004, however, 
they are still scheduled for 
completion on top of new 
capital projects, particularly 
the lagoon expansion. 

“This will place upward 
pressure on the 2005 and sub¬ 
sequent tax rates,” Brown 
said. 

The report also outlined 
that the municipal tax rate 
in Cremona is 45 per cent 
lower than that of the Pro¬ 
vincial average and is ap¬ 
proximately 10 per cent lower 
than the nearby municipali¬ 
ties of Carstairs and 
Didsbury. 

Due to the Village previ¬ 
ously not offering a very high 
wage for a CAO, Municipal 
Affairs highlighted this could 
have resulted in some of the 
Village operation difficulties 
and problems, 

“Municipal Affairs notes 
that a lack of staff training 
could be the cause of some of 
the inconsistencies noted in 
the operation of the Village,” 
the report read. “It was rec¬ 
ommended that council en¬ 
sure that employees of the 
Village be provided with the 
opportunity to keep their 
skills and knowledge current, 
as the environment in which 
they work is complex and fre¬ 
quently changing.” 

There was some good news 
in the report, however. The 
report stated that the Village 
only has an outstanding long¬ 
term debt load of about 
$84,000. 

This amount is slightly 
lower than the Provincial av¬ 
erage, relative to annual re¬ 
serves. 

There is currently no fi¬ 
nancial update on the Vil¬ 
lage’s fiscal status, but 
Brown explained that this 
information should be known 
in about a month’s time as 
there is an audit being done 
in the Village currently. 

Brown and Mayor Ken 
Foreman explained that once 
the financial picture is known 
they will be sitting down to 
develop a business plan, 
which will outline short term 
goals and long term goals to 
get the village back on track. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Tony Kusson, and Brown 


met with Alberta Municipal 
Affairs last week where they 
presented their case and 
have asked the Province for 
some type of assistance. 

“We asked for assistance 
from the Department. They 
said they will weigh the al¬ 
ternatives and reply soon,” 
Brown said. 

When asked if this assist¬ 
ance was asking the Prov¬ 
ince for financial assist¬ 
ance, Brown simply replied 
that they asked for assist¬ 
ance and left it at that. 

At last week’s meeting 
they met with the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs, the 
Deputy Minister, Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills MLA 
Richard Marz, as well as 
some other staff from Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs. 

Marz believes that a 
hand-out of money isn’t the 
long term solution for the 
Village and says he will 
continue to work with the 
muncipality as well as the 
Government to sort out the 
problems which Cremona is 
experiencing. 

“We are working at re¬ 
solving some of the issues 
that have arisen due to the 
change of losing their CAO 
and their lack of being able 
to find financially figures 
to deal with day-to-day 
business and are looking to 
Municipal Affairs to pro¬ 
vide some assistance to get 
them re-established there,” 
Marz said. “We don’t know 
if that is what is needed at 
this particular time. First 
we have to get the financial 
house in place by produc¬ 
ing some financial state¬ 
ments so we know what 
kind of situation they are 
in and doing an audit and 
finding out what their in¬ 
frastructure state is and 
what their needs are and 
ultimately producing a 
business plan so we know 
what they are planning on 
doing. We aren't just going 
to provide some money if we 
don’t have a plan so that 
we know what it’s going to 
be used for or how it’s go¬ 
ing to assist them in any 
way.” 

The Department isn’t 
saying much after the 
meeting, except that they 
are promising to review the 
Cremona situation. 

“Basically, the Minister 
told them that they appre¬ 
ciate their concerns and 
they will be reviewing their 
requests and getting back 
to them shortly,” said Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Spokesper¬ 
son, Jeremy Franchuk. 
“There is no time line on 
that.” 

The deadline for applica¬ 
tions for the CAO position 
in the Village is January 28. 
Foreman is predicting that the 
new CAO will cost taxpayers 
anywhere from $40,000 to 
$45,000 annually.

Dear Editor: 

I would like to address two 
inconsistencies in the article, 
“Catholics Have Second Chance 
At Vote”, that appeared in the 
Didsbury Review, January 5, 
2005. The first inconsistency 
deals with facility. The article 
states, “ Brassard said he did 
approach RDCRD about the pos¬ 
sibility of a joint school and they 
had no interest in that.” Mr. 
Brassard did not approach Red 
Deer Catholic Regional Division 
about this possibility. There has 
been no offer made by Chinook’s 
Edge to Red Deer Catholic to dis¬ 
cuss a joint school. 

When it comes to facilities, 
RDCRD’s first choice would be 
to have a stand-alone facility. 
However, we do not object to 
entering into a multi-campus 
facility that meets the terms of 
the Alberta Catholic School 
Trustees’ Covenant for shared 
facilities. Red Deer Catholic 
presently is involved in four suc¬ 
cessful joint use facilities: 

1. St. Patrick Catholic School 
(Red Deer Catholic Regional Di¬ 
vision), The Da we Recreation 
Centre (City of Red Deer), G. H. 
Dawe Elementary School (Red 
Deer Public Schools), in Red 
Deer; 

2. Mother Teresa Catholic 
School (Red Deer Catholic Re¬ 
gional Division), and Fox Run 
School (Chinook’s Edge Re¬ 
gional Division), in Sylvan 
Lake; 

3. St. Marguerite Catholic 
School (Red Deer Catholic Re¬ 
gional Division), John Wilson 
Elementary School (Chinook’s 
Edge Regional Division), in 
Innisfail; 

4. St. Dominic Catholic 
School (Red Deer Catholic Re¬ 
gional Division), Red Deer Col¬ 
lege, and West Central High 
School (Wild Rose School Dis¬ 
trict), in Rocky Mountain 
House. 

Red Deer Catholic would be 
willing to participate in discus¬ 
sions around a joint school if in¬ 
vited to do so by Chinook’s 
Edge. 

The second inconsistency 
deals with transportation. 
Brassard states: “Two sets of 
buses does not make sense, we 
should better utilize the dollars 
available.” We would definitely 
agree with this statement. Red 
Deer Catholic and Chinook’s 
Edge were in a Transportation 
Agreement up to June 2002 
when the agreement was not re¬ 
newed. Again, we would be open 
to having the discussion on joint 
busing if Chinook’s Edge is open 
to entering the dialogue. 

Red Deer Catholic would be 
interested in any discussions 
with Chinook’s Edge regarding 
joint facilities and transporta¬ 
tion agreements. 

1 would also like to respond 
to Roy Brassard’s “letter to the 
Editor”, that appeared in the 
Didsbury Review, January 19, 
2005. 

Catholic residents in 
Didsbury will have another op¬ 
portunity to vote for the estab¬ 


lishment of a Separate Catholic 
District on January 27, 7:30 p.m. 
at the Five-O Club in Didsbury. 

Historically, voter turn out for 
elections is low. The quorum of 
25% of the registered Catholic 
electors in the district reflects the 
usual percentage of people vot¬ 
ing on issues. Mr. Brassard is 
correct when he says that 105 
of the 419 registered Catholic 
electors must be in attendance for 
the vote to be taken.

County concerns over 
new BSE cases

Deputy Reeve Dave 
Derksen said in a County 
Council meeting Jan. 21, 
that he’s concerned the cat¬ 
tle industry isn’t just find¬ 
ing new BSE cases, but ac¬ 
tively looking for them, call¬ 
ing it a “bounty on sick 
cows.”

with it and bite the bullet 
until it slides.” 

This was in response to 
Councilor Arnie Shea’s com¬ 
ment that Council is in the 
dark about how the BSE cri¬ 
sis is affecting local farmers. 

“We don’t know what’s 
happening with these small 
farm families,” Shea told 
council. “My feeling is some¬ 
thing’s going to come out of 
this thing and it’ll affect our 
county. We need to be 
proactive.” 

Shea suggested a tax de¬ 
ferment for farmers and 
asked if there’s anything be¬ 
yond the tax break that coun¬ 
cil could do to lessen the bur¬ 
den. “I don’t believe in giv¬ 
ing tax breaks because some¬ 
where else it’ll double,” 
Derksen said. “It’s all money 
out of the pocket.” 

Derksen said he sympa¬ 
thizes with farmers and 
thinks putting up more 
slaughterhouses is the an¬ 
swer to sustainability of the 
industry. 

He referred to Shirley 
McLellan’s comment that we 
should expect more BSE 
cases, but as long as we don’t 
go beyond a dozen a year, we 
don’t have a problem. 

Let’s keep our fingers 
crossed for Mar. 7,” he said. 
“We’ll find more (BSE 
cases). It’s how we politically

PARTICIPANTS: 
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MCC appeals for 22,000 relief kits for Indonesia 


Mennonite Central Com¬ 
mittee (MCC) are requesting 
22,000 relief kits for survi¬ 
vors of the tsunami in Aceh 
province, Indonesia. 

Two Indonesian 

Mennonites church groups 
are providing an immediate 
response by assembling 
2,000 kits to send to Aceh 
where the deadly wave 
claimed an estimated 
150,000 lives and made 
500,000 people homeless, but 
they have asked for an addi¬ 
tional 22,000 kits from North 
America. 

“We need to join hands to¬ 
gether to relieve the suffer¬ 
ing,” says Timotius Adhi 
Dharma, general secretary 
of Gereja Kristen Muria In¬ 
donesia, an Indonesian 
Mennonite synod, which is 
organizing the Indonesian 
relief kit drive along with 
Gereja Injili Tanah Jawa 
Synod. 

An MCC assessment team 
is making an appeal in part¬ 
nership with YAKKUM, the 
Christian Public Health 
Foundation of Central Java, 
Indonesia, and the two Indo¬ 
nesian Mennonite churches 
assembling kits. 

YAKKUM, which is provid¬ 
ing medical care in 15 camps 
for people displaced by the 
tsunami, reported that be¬ 
cause of the enormous de¬ 
struction, survivors may be 
unable to return to their 
homes for a year. 

MCC Indonesia staff, 
Jeanne and Dan Jantzi, re¬ 
ported that the relief kits 
will benefit nearly 88,000 
men, women and children in 
the camps by helping them to 
maintain good health. 

MCC is asking for relief 
kits to be donated to its 
Calgary depot (2946 - 23 
Street NE) by Feb. 28 and 
shipped to Indonesia during 
the next two to three 
months. 

MCC is responding to the 
tsunami’s devastation in In¬ 
donesia, Sri Lanka and In¬ 
dia with $12 million in re¬ 
lief, development and peace 
work. 

Over $600,000 has been 
donated by Albertans and 
will be matched by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada.

I am a gentle soul, sympathetic to the poor and down¬ 
trodden, kind to kids and animals, and not ordinarily 
given to violence or fierce profanity but too often lately I 
find myself yelling at the computer, snarling into the tel¬ 
ephone, ripping up envelopes and throwing balled up 
paper across the room. I am so, so, so sick and tired of 
junk mail, SPAM and telephone solicitations. What do you 
have to do to get some privacy? Where do you have to go 
to escape continual harassment and how do you know if 
your charity is actually going to a deserving cause? 

In a long ago and simpler time we donated to Easter 
Seals, The Cancer Fund, The Red Cross, War Amps and 
the Salvation Army. There may have been a couple more 
that I have forgotten but I think those were the main ones 
that we budgeted for. In those happy days there were 
Eaton’s and Simpson’s catalogues, three to a year, Fall- 
Winter, Spring-Summer and Christmas. Maybe twice a 
year we got an Army and Navy catalogue and maybe four 
times a year the Watkins and Raleigh men stopped by. 
Nobody ever phoned offering to clean the furnace or thank 
us for previous donations and beg for another one and 
with no computer we were spared the pleas of Nigerian 
widows who needed help to recoup the family fortune and 
creeps who wanted to sell us products of a personal na¬ 
ture. 

When a District Community Chest was formed we con¬ 
tributed to that and we should have stopped making our 
separate donations but so many causes seem worthy and 
so we continued them and gradually we added MS, 
STARS, Cerebral Palsy, Cystic Fibrosis, Paraplegic Assn., 
Missing Children, ALS, Pediatric Aids etc. etc. so that 
actually we were doing double duty by many of the or¬ 
ganizations and adding new ones on a regular basis. 
Through World Vision we sponsored a child in Sri Lanka, 
we adopted a family at Christmas and we have been faith¬ 
ful sponsors of the Food bank. 

Who knew that each organization would give our name 
to six more groups? Who knew that World Vision would 
write almost weekly asking us to sponsor another child 
or send more money for cheap little trinkets to “bring a 
smile to your child’s face.” Who knew that the need for a 
Food Bank would become never ending, and who knew 
that “fund development offices,” “fund raising organiza¬ 
tions and consultants,” and “charitable campaign projects 
and products” would become a billion dollar industry. And 
worst of all, who knows how much of this money actually 
gets to the genuine need? Four years ago I began keeping 
a list of every donation we sent. Now when a group calls I 
consult my list and say, “I’m sorry once a year is all I can 
manage.” Some of these groups will bill you twelve times 
a year. Have you any idea how many organizations there 
are for the deaf? Do they need that many separate groups 
and do each of them have offices and staff that have to be 
paid? How many little personalized notepads can anyone 
possibly use and if I wrote twenty letters a day I would 
still have return address labels for my grandchildren to 
peel and stick to the kitchen counter. 1 don’t want chintzy 
“free” note cards, I don’t want to join a book club that 
sends me the editors choice once a month, I don’t want 
to be the kind of donor that has funds removed from my 
account, I don’t want catalogues full of cheap junk or cata¬ 
logues filled with expensive non essentials from every mu¬ 
seum in North America. I could manage fine with a lot 
fewer Sears Catalogues and 1 don’t need four copies of 
every local flyer. Do you know that when you buy tickets 
for underprivileged kids to go to Legends Alive or All 
Stars Baseball you don’t get a tax receipt? 

I used to be a gentle sympathetic soul. I think I’m be¬ 
coming a curmudgeon.

The show must go on" can 
have a grimmer meaning in war 
than it has in the theatre, as F.L. 
Ceorgc Kercher discovered. He 
has arrived hack in Canada and 
is on his way home to Didsbury. 
Alberta. 

The young pilot had just 
taken off in his RCAF Halifax 
when the hydraulic system 
powering the bomb doors flap 
and undercarriage broke down. 
With the great wheels and the 
bulky doors and flaps hanging 
down in the slipstream there was 
a terrific drag which made the 
bomber almost unmanageable. 
To keep it in the air Kercher had 
to run the bombers four giant 
engines at almost full power. 

To fly the long trip to Ger¬ 
many and back with the throt¬ 
tles so wide open meant that far 
more fuel would be used, but 
Kercher decided to go on and 
bomb the target he had been as¬ 
signed. The bombs went down 
on Kiel as ordered, but as the 
big bomber made the long sea 
crossing back to Britain, its fuel 
gauges showed dangerously lit¬ 
tle gasoline. 

“Finally, we got in at an 
emergency landing field on the 
coast, with about five minutes 
fuel left in the tanks", Kercher 
stated. “It was just plain good 
luck that we didn’t have to come 
down over the sea. If the wind 
had swung a bit against us we 
couldn't have made it.” 

F.L. Kercher was overseas 
two years and left Montreal the 
night of Mav 6th for his home 
at Didsbury.

The War in Europe 

Has Been Concluded 

HOSTILITIES OFFI¬ 

CIALLY ENDED AT 3:00 
P.M. 

ON TUESDAY. MAY 8. 
1945 

The war in Europe is over and 
Germany has surrendered uncondi 
t ion a 11 y to the Western Allies and 
Russia. 

The surrender took place at a lit¬ 
tle red schoolhouse which was the 
headquarters of Gen. Eisenhower, at 


6:41 p.m. M.D.T. Sunday, and an 
hour before Grand Admiral Karl 
Docnitz had ordered the uncon 
ditional surrender of all fighting 
German troops. 

Differing views were appar 
ently held on which hour the pub¬ 
lic should he told, hut finally 
Tuesday afternoon was decided 
upon and the official announce¬ 
ment was made in Canada at 3:00 
p.m. M.D.T. 

The surrender which brought 
the war in Europe to a formal end 
after five years, eight months and 
six days of bloodshed and de 
struction. was signed for Germany

Highlights from January 19 Board Meeting 


1. Advertising on Bus Cancella- 
tions and School Closures - At this 
time of year, the Chinook’s Edge 
School Division No. 73 (CESD) 
experiences a number of questions 
regarding the division’s proce¬ 
dures on bus cancellations and 
school closures. In order to help 
answer some of these’ the division 
will be placing some advertising 
in load media explaining the pro¬ 
cedures. 

2. Facilities Master Plan - The 
board received an update on its Fa¬ 
cilities Master Plan, which it annu¬ 
ally supplies to Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

The Facilities Master Plan out¬ 
lines priorities for renovations or 
new construction for schools in the 
division. 

The update included the news 
that Fox Run School in Sylvan Lake 
received approval this week of 
$629,000 for the construction of 
three permanent classrooms. The 
division hopes to have the addi¬ 
tional classrooms available to stu¬ 
dents by fall 2005. 

The board also heard that the 
top priorities of the division con¬ 
tinue to be: the proposed Commu¬ 
nity Learning Campus in Olds,a 
new elementary school and gym 
expansion in Carstairs, a starter 
school in Springbrook, a new Jun¬ 
ior/ Senior High School in Red Deer 
County, the modernization of John 
Wilson Elementary School in 
Innisfail, modernization of C.E 
Blakely School in Sylvan lake and 
construction of a practical arts fa¬ 
cility at Spruce View School. 

In regard to the Community 
Learning Campus, the board was 
informed that Chairman, Roy 
Brassard, and Superintendent, 
Jim Gibbons will be meeting with 
the new Alberta Education Min¬ 
ister, Gene Zwozdesky. in January 
to discuss the proposal. Gibbons 
said that the proposal continues to 
receive support from local and pro¬ 
vincial stakeholders. 

3. Reed Ranch gas well drill¬ 
ing - The board was informed that 
Husky Oil has completed its drill¬ 
ing of a gas well near Reed Ranch 
School (east of Olds). In Decem¬ 
ber, the board agreed to write a 
non-objection letter, as long as the 
company agreed to a list of condi¬ 
tions. The company met the con¬ 
ditions and went ahead with the 
drilling. At its December board 
meeting, the board also agreed to 
write a non-objection letter for 
MGV Energy, which wanted to 
drill a gas well near Elnora School, 
as long as a list of conditioas was 
met. At today’s board meeting, the 
board heard that MGV has not in¬ 
dicated whether or not it wishes 
to move forward. 

4. Budget Update - The board 
received an update on the current 
budget. It was told that schools 
and the division are close to budget 
predictions. However. Jim Gib- 
lions, Superintendent, CESD, 
said, “As we’ve discussed previ¬ 
ously, we’re definitely challenged. 
As we head into this next budget 
cycle, we will not have the luxury 
of bringing forward reserves to 
balance school and division budg¬ 
ets." 

5. Tsunami Relief-The board was 
informed < if recent efforts through¬ 
out schools in the division to raise 
money for victims of the Asian tsu¬ 
nami. Also, two students from 
John Wilson Elementary School in 
Innisfail shared their personal 


fundraising efforts. Heather 
Henderson-Hill, Deputy Superin¬ 
tendent. CESD’ said, “This effort 
came from the students them¬ 
selves. That’s important. It’s the 
evidence of the values and char¬ 
acter of our students.” Roy 
Brassard, Board Chairman. CESD, 
said, "We thank all the students and 
staff who participated, and continue 
to participate, for their efforts.” 

6. Provincial Student leader¬ 


ship Conference-The hoard ap¬ 
proved a $2,000 donation from the 
CESD leadership budget to support 
Olds High School students in host¬ 
ing the Provincial Student Leader¬ 
ship Conference scheduled in May 
2005. Hundreds of student del¬ 
egates from around the province are 
registered to attend. 

The board expressed its support 
of students in, as Gibbons said, “a 
once in a lifetime opportunity”.

Refugee Children 

Under arrangements between the 

British and Canadian Govern 
ments. children arc being evacuated 
from Britain to Canada. These chil 
dren will be placed in suitable Ca¬ 
nadian homes. 

In the Province of Alberta, the 
department of Child Welfare is mak 
ing the necessary preparations to re¬ 
ceive and locate, in good homes, 
the children coming to this prov¬ 
ince. 

Persons in Didsbury and district 
desirous of providing accommoda 
tion in their homes for refugee chil¬ 
dren. may obtain the required appli¬ 
cation form from W.A. Austin. Sec¬ 
retary of Didsbury and Dijtrict Red 
Cross Society. 

The maintenance, education and 
caring of refugee children is entirely 
a gratuitous service and forms part 
of the Nation s war effort. 


Mar. 4/43 
2,655 Ration Books 
Distributed Here 

The closing day of issuing 
ration books last Saturday was 
quiet, and the anticipated rush 


did not materialize. 

Apparently almost all of the peo 
pie had attended to getting their No. 
2 ration books during the week. 

Under the direction of Mr. C. E. 
Reiber with the plentiful and effi¬ 
cient help of the ladies of the 
I.O.D.E and the school teachers, the 
work was carried out expediously and 
at no time was there very great rush. 

During the week. 2.655 ration 
books 

were issued, and it is interesting 
to note that 621 children’s hooks, 
with tea and coffee coupons de¬ 
tached. were among those issued. 

Mr. Reiber and his whole staff are 
to be complimented on their excel 
lent work and deserve the thanks of 
the community for all their work was 
gratuitous. Not one of them, despite 
rumours to the contrary received any 
pay whatsoever. 

Ration books were distributed by 
the postmasters at Westcott Elkton 
and Bergen. 

It is reported that over half a mil¬ 
lion dollars was saved the Domin 
ion by the public spirited workers 
who distributed the ration books. 

Jan. 23/43 

Butter Ration 
Cut One-Third 

Two pounds of butter is now the 
ration of each individual Canadian 
for the six weeks until the end of 
February instead of the three pounds 
originally provided through the ra¬ 
tion regulations. This new order of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
attempts to maintain the butter sup 
ply through a season of low produc¬ 
tion. 

Each individual must now use 2 


2-3 ounces per week less butter. 

By extending the date of valid 
ity of brown. Spare C. coupons 
for butter, numbered 5, 6. 7. 8 and 
9 and eliminating the use of cou 
pons 10 and 11. the adjustment in 
obtaining supplies is provided. 

Coupons 5 and 6. valid January 
18. now expire February 28. 

Coupons 7 and 8. valid Febru¬ 
ary 1. now expire February 28. 

Coupon 9, valid on March 1 will 
expire on March 14. 

It is estimated that the saving 
of butter by this means will be 
3.000.000 pounds. Officials hope 
that the cut may be restored by 
March.

Report 1st Casualty 

From Didsbury 

The news of the first casualty 
among the boys who had enlisted in 
the Canadian Active Service Force 
came on Friday 1st when Mrs. 
Videlle Crunau received a telegram 
from the casualty department at Ot¬ 
tawa stating that her husband. Sap¬ 
per Erhart W.K. Grunau. had died 
of a double fracture of the skull. 

It was not stated, however, where 
he met his death. Sapper Crunau cn 
listed in the Engineers and it was 
known that he left Camp Borden for 
Halifax when the main body of the 
2nd Division embarked for England. 
He was however, detained at Hali¬ 
fax on account of quarantine. 

About three weeks ago a letter was 
received stating that they had re¬ 
ceived orders to pack and it is pre 
sumed he was in England when 
killed. 

Sapper Grunau was 29 years of 
age. Besides his wife he leaves his 
mother and two brothers who live 
in the Olds district. 

His wife is the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sam Franklin.

Q: During the past few weeks my family has been 
watching the news coverage of the tsunami in Southeast 
Asia. Now my youngest child, a 5-year-old girl, is having 
nightmares about tsunamis. Is it a bad idea for kids to 
view disaster coverage on TV? Also, how can I help my 
children cope with their fears about the tsunami? 


A: Many of us have been profoundly affected by the 
images we've seen on our television screens since the tsu¬ 
nami struck on Dec. 26. The devastation and loss of life 
is almost too overwhelming to comprehend. Perhaps the 
most tragic aspect of the disaster is the impact it has had 
on children. 

As a father of two young children, I have been brought 
to tears by the photos of lifeless little bodies lying on a 
beach. The stories of parents whose children were ripped 
from their arms by the monstrous waves are almost too 
painful to bear. And now there are the heartbreaking im¬ 
ages of the orphans — wide-eyed 2-year-olds and 5-year- 
olds and 8-year-olds who have lost their parents, their 
siblings and often every member of their extended fam¬ 
ily. 

Parents should avoid exposing their children to the 
media coverage of the tsunami disaster. Young children, 
particularly those under 6 years of age, could easily be 
traumatized by the images of death and destruction. Af¬ 
ter the terrorist attacks of Sept. 11, 2001, there were 
numerous reports of children who experienced symptoms 
of Post-Traumatic Stress Disorder after repeatedly view¬ 
ing video footage of the airliners crashing into the World 
Trade Center and the burning towers collapsing. 

While adults have the capacity to comprehend and emo¬ 
tionally process the graphic images of the tsunami trag¬ 
edy, young children lack this ability. For this reason it's 
important to limit your viewing of the disaster coverage 
when your children are present. The fact that your daugh¬ 
ter is having nightmares about tsunamis isn't surpris¬ 
ing. After the 9-11 attacks, I spoke to parents whose chil¬ 
dren told them they were afraid that airplanes were go¬ 
ing to crash into their house, or that "bad men" would try 
to kill their family. 

Since your daughter has been frightened by the im¬ 
ages that she's seen, she will need extra reassurance that 
her world is safe and secure. Young children look to their 
parents for emotional "cues," so you should try to avoid 
expressing anxiety about the disaster (or about her night¬ 
mares). Encourage her to talk about the frightening im¬ 
ages that she saw, but don't pressure her. Allow her to 
express her feelings and answer any questions she may 
have. 

One of the most effective ways to deal with feelings of 
fear, anxiety or sadness is to do something constructive 
in response to those emotions. You might encourage your 
older children to write down their feelings about the ter¬ 
rible loss of life in a journal, while your 5-year-old could 
draw pictures of the rescue efforts. Hold a family meet¬ 
ing and brainstorm with your kids about how your fam¬ 
ily might contribute to the relief work in the affected 
countries. 

By the way, Focus on the Family is partnering with 
World Harvest Indonesia and organizations in India, Sri 
Lanka and Malaysia to deliver resources to those directly 
affected by the tsunami. Our initial goal is to raise $1 
million for disaster relief. We are currently arranging to 
distribute 300,000 relief packets containing survival sta¬ 
ples of food, water, and medicine, plus materials to ad¬ 
dress the emotional needs of victims, including excerpts 
of Dr. Dobson's book, "When God Doesn't Make Sense." 
You can learn more about our efforts at our Web site, 
www.family.org, or by calling 1-800-A-FAMILY.
